The idea of the Freedom 
Park Sculpture, to commemo¬ 
rate Fort Erie's role in black 
heritage is one step closer to 
becoming a reality, after itwas 
announced at Monday's 
council meeting that $50,000 
has been donated by the 
Peace Bridge Authority (PBA). 

To be located along the 
Niagara Parkway, on lands 
owned by the Niagara Parks 
Commission, the bronze 
sculpture will be designed to 
illustrate the role Fort Erie 
played during slavery as a 
portal for the underground 
railroad. 

Ward 5 Coun. Martha 


Lockwood said the sculpture 
will be a "beautiful represen¬ 
tation" of this part of Fort 
Erie's history but won't only 
symbolize the trials and tribu¬ 
lations those who used the 
underground railroad 
endured, but will touch on a 
lot more than that 

"It's really about the story of 
all immigrants," said 
Lockwood. 

Ward 1 Coun. Sandy 
Annunziata expressed his 
appreciation for the PBA's 
involvement in the communi¬ 
ty, saying it never hesitates to 
support ventures like this one 
that emphasize the area's his¬ 
tory and culture. 

"Their contribution is 
greatly appreciated and is one 
of those community leaders 
that steps to the forefront and 
supports the cultural land¬ 
scape of the community," said 
Annunziata. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
agrees that the PBA is a local 
corporation that comes for¬ 



ward on a regular basis to 
support local initiatives like 
this. 

"We look forward to this 
donation and continuing to 
work with them," he said. 

Mayor Doug Martin echoed 
the comments heard around 
the table, saying the PBA has 
been a great partner for many 
projects in the past and will 
continue to be for many to 

"They always come 
through," he said. 

Rino Mostacci, the Town of 
Fort Erie's director of plan¬ 
ning and development servic¬ 
es says this contribution puts 
the project's funding at about 
the halfway point, expecting 
the overall cost to be a little 
less than $300,000. 

He said a sculptor to create 


the life-size monument has 
not yet been commissioned 
which can't be done until the 
Town has the majority of the 
funding in place, due to pro¬ 
curement policies. 

In order to be eligible for 
additional money, Mostacci 
said a non-profit group might 
have to be established to con¬ 
tinue with fund-raising 

"As a municipality, we 
don't qualify for a lot of foun¬ 
dation grants," he said. 

He also said council may 
be presented with the option 
to allocate a portion of the 
cost once more funds are 
donated or raised. 

"If we're close enough, I

The people behind TASC 
Niagara are continuing to 
help people with disabilities 
and their families...but at the 
same time, they need help 

The Ridgeway-based non¬ 
profit that specializes in pro¬ 
viding programs and servic¬ 
es for families dealing with 
disabilities has big plans for 
the future, but the funding 
simply isn't there. 

Fundraising director 
Walter Deveau and presi¬ 


dent Nancy Kacur have been 
working to find a way to 
bring a residence and thera¬ 
py centre to the Niagara 
region, they both estimate 
will cost up to $20 million. 

There are 12 websites such 
as www.shopniagara.ca that 
have been created to raise 
money for TASC, where local 
businesses can advertise 
their services with the 
money benefitting the 
organization. 

Kacur said TASC has held 
several fundraising events 
such as barbecues and din¬ 
ners to raise money and the 
support of the community is 
greatly appreciated, but it 
still isn't enough. 

"We never seem to get 
ahead," she said. 

Deveau agrees with Kacur, 
saying TASC is grateful of all 
the small donations made, 
but funding needs to come 
in on a much larger scale, to 
make the residence and 


therapy centre more of a 
possibility. 

"With the project we're 
undertaking, you need to 
have continuous funding," 
he said. 

Kacur feels funding needs 
to be put in place and are 
hopeful grant applications 
submitted by TASC will be 
successful to get them closer 
to the ambitious goal of $20 
million. 

Small donations from 
members of the community 
and people who advertise 
on the list of websites asso¬ 
ciated with TASC are great, 
she said, but she under¬ 
stands non-profit organiza¬ 
tions aren't the only ones 
struggling financially right

This is a train we need 
to get back on track. 

If you read a newspa¬ 
per starting at the front, 
you already know that 
the CN6218 at the Fort 
Erie Railroad Museum 
on Central Avenue is in 
need of almost a half of a 


million dollars to restore 
it back to what local his¬ 
tory buffs feel is neces¬ 
sary. 

When I first heard at a 
recent departmental 
operating budget meet¬ 
ing that this was the 
amount needed, I was 
shocked. 

This is a huge amount 
of money and council’s 
decision to allocate 
$50,000 of the $100,000 
being requested was a 
generous contribution in 
my opinion.

When I met with staff 
from the museum and the

about Fort Erie.

Recently, I received a let¬ 
ter from you acknowledging 
your receipt of the 
Compendium we sent out 
about our Town Hall type 
forum held on Jan. 20th, 
stating that you appreciate 
our concerns about emer¬ 
gency care and recognize 
the importance of this issue 

You went on, of course, 
with the usual rhetoric 
regarding the new 375 bed 
NHS health care complex 
being built in St. Catharines. 
And Yes Mr. Premier, I knew 
about the groundbreaking 
in April of last year. I was 
standing there in the rain, 
watching all the pomp and 
ceremony at the gala event. 
They had more mounted 
policemen there, than we 
had protesters. What a 
show of force. It was laugh¬ 
able and ridiculous. What 
did they think a handful of 
senior citizens were going to 
do? Even the police looked 
uncomfortable and embar¬ 
rassed. 

You go on about how 
funding has been increased 
by more than $95 million, 
does the Sunshine list come 
out of that figure as it will 
certainly eats up much of 
the patient care allotment. ? 

You tell me about 375 
beds in this new edifice, but 
you don’t take into consid¬ 
eration all the beds that 
your government closed in 


the Niagara region, and 
many of the 375 beds are 
already earmarked for spe¬ 
cific cases, so there really 
are not many beds for the 
residents who are ill and 
need hospitalization. 

Your letter goes on to say 
that your goal for the citi¬ 
zens of Niagara has been - 
and continues to be - to 
strengthen and improve 
health care: by a sustainable 
NHS and that you under¬ 
stand the concern change 
can bring. By change, do 
you mean the cessation of 
health care to people of 
Niagara? Did you actually 
read the compendium and 
the stories told by the peo¬ 
ple that spoke? Did you 
watch, listen and feel the 
emotion, fear and anger at 
what we are losing, and of 
the threat of death, because 
of your changes. 

Your much touted com¬ 
plex is being erected in the 
wrong place. It is in the 
northwestern edge of 
Niagara, close to Hamilton 
which already has many 
well equipped hospitals and 
is certainly not in the centre 
of the Niagara Peninsula. If 
you don’t understand that, 
look at the map. If that com¬ 
plex is in the centre of 
Niagara most of the people 
would have to live in Lake 
Ontario, Toronto and 
Hamilton.
